WHAT MR. COSGRAVE SAW 
IN CORK: 


By his unfailing interest in the indus- 
tria], social and commercial enterprises of 
the Seuthern capital, President: Cosgrave 
is commanding the general esteem and 
regard of his Cork constituents. One 
of the most cofdial receptions ex- 
tended to him on Tuesday was by the 
employés of Messrs,. O’Brien Brothers, 
woollen milis, Douglas: Hundreds of men 
and women workers cheered him to the 
echo as he drove to the main building. 
One of. them, Mr, John Cunningham, on 
behalf of his fellow-workers, read an 
address. of welcome... 

There had been, he recalled, much un- 
employment amongst them on the occasion 
of the President's last visit; but, thanks 
to the Government’s tariff: on woollens, 
things had improved, and they now looked 
forward to- increased ahd continuous em- 
ployment. 

President Cosgrave, having expressed 
his high gratification,.was shown over the 
mills, and manifested the liveliest interest 
in the wool-washing, dyeing, spinning, and 
various other processes oí manufacture in 
whith the employés. were engaged. 

He said that it was only after the 
investigation of the many intricacies con- 
nected with such a step as that of the 
imposition of a tariff on imported woollens 
that the Tariff Commission had recom- 
mended such a tariff, and he was glad 
that it was proving satisfactory in respect 
of their ‘mills. 


THE MORROGH MILLS. 

He had ari‘@gually cordial reception at 
the well-known Morrogh Mills, Douglas, 
where he was received by the directors, 
Messrs. Cornelius O'Sullivan and J, J. 
Munroe. 9 | 

Mr. O'Sullivan told President Cosgrave 
that whereas they were working short-time 
in all departments on the occasion of tis 
last visit, their output being only forty 
to fifty per cent. of their capacity, they 
were tiow working full time as a result of 
the tariff. They fully anticipated being 
able to capture the market in medium and 
fine class goods in which the Mills 
specialise; and in order to meet the de- 
mand‘ for their fine quality serges they 
were putting a special section of looms on 
this class of goods. Mr. O'Sullivan pointed 
out that the prices of home-manuiactured 
goods were now well below those. of im- 
ported ones, and suggested that the public 
should insist on being supplied with Irish 
woollen stuffs—a suggestion which Presi- 
dent Cosgrave warmly endorsed. 

President Cosgrave then inspected the 
factory, and expressed his great satisfac- 
tion at the progress that was being made.

ADVISORY COMMITTEE’S 
REPORT. 


A hope that the imposition of tariffs on 
certain commodities. and the consequent open- 
ing up of the industries thus affected, would 
cause an increase in the number of vacancies 
notified to the Dublin Advisory Committee 
for Juvenile Employment was not realised to 
any great extent, it is remarked in the Com- 
mittee’s report on its work in the year 1928; 
and the report attributes that to the fact that 
the recruitment of juvenile labour in Dublin 
is carried on mainly through patronage and 
recommendation. 
This system, it is added, operates to the 
disadvantage of employers and workers, It 
restricts the choice of employers, and debars 
from suitable employment intelligent boys and 
girls who lack influence. 
In general, the report states that little 
change was observed in the state of employ- 
ment amongst juveniles. Difficulty was ex- 
perienced in finding work of a progressive 
type for boys, the majority of vacancies noti 
fied being of an unskilled or @asual nature. 
In the case of girls matters were somewhat 
better. as the number of openings where 
opportunities for training are offered are more 
numerous fer girls than for boys. Approxi- 
mately 84 per cent, of the vacancies filled bv 
bovs were for unskilled workers, while 60 
per cent. of the positions filled by girls were 
those in which a certain amount of skill was 
required. 

‘ourses of instruction for unemployed 
juveniles were carried on during the year at 
the Technical Schools at Bolton street and 
Kevin street for boys and girls respectively. 
Asa result of the Committees efforts ‘the 
period of the summer vacation was cousider- 
ably reduced. Unemployed juveniles, there- . 
fore. had thé benefit of these classes for 46 
weeks dure the year, the ayerngs weekly 
attendance being 77 boys and 65 girls. 

On the subject of street trading, it is stated 
that 186 applications for licences were re- 
ceived from juveniles, and issue of the licence 
was recommended in 147 cases. The report 
records an interview with General Murphy, 
Deputy Commissioner of Police, who pointed 
out the difficulties experienced by the Guards 
employed on the regulation of street trading,

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In Warsaw First ! 


Just when all the admirers of G. B.S. 
were beginning to get ready to attend the 
first production of his new play at 
Malvern on August 19th, there comes the 
announcement that ‘it will be staged for 
the first time on May 17th at the Teatr 
Polski. In English the title of the play 
is ‘‘The Apple Cart,’’ but in Polish it 
will be ‘‘ Weilki Kram,’’ which means 
“The Great Market Sta]l.”” This in 
Polish is the exact equivalent of what 
‘the apple cart’? means in colloquial 


English. 

The reason for this signal honour to 
the Polish National Theatre in Warsaw , 
is unexplained: perhaps it As a gesture 
of friendship to Marshal Pilsudski, who 
is an imitation of Signor Mussolini. But 
a more likely explanation may be found 
in the fact that the Polish translator, 
M. Sobieniowski, is the first to have bis 
work ready. Already this gentleman has 
translated sixteen of Mr. Shaw’s plays 
for the Polish stage, and three others 
are to be ready for production next 
season. 

So far, very little has been allowed to 
leak out about this new play beyond the 
title. However, that title suggests much: 
“The Apple Cart” may be the com- 
munity ,or the State, and since we know 
that the play is political, it may 
assumed that the ‘‘cart’’ will be upset. 
The play is something of a novelty in 
its form: it is in two long acts, and 
between them is an interlude in the 
boudoir of a king’s favourite. Its time 
is in the future, but its theme is of 
to-day. What of democracy? is supposed 
to be the theme, and some interesting side- 
lights on. democracy and representatige 
government may be expected. So it may 
be a tribute to Marshal Pilsudski!

Ghe Dandelion. 


The reference in these columus the 
other day to the dandelion as an 
objectionable. weed reminds me that Lord 
Macaulay was a most implacable foe of the 
toothed-leaved plant. When the great 
historian, leaving his chambers in the 
Albany, purchased the lease of Holly 
Lodge, Crompden Hill, Kensington, he 
found himself the proud possessor of a 
snug retreat, away from the noise of 
London, with a fine library and a 
beautiful garden. He turned horticul- 
turist and took delight in the elms, 
lilacs, laburnums and roses, and the green 
sward of his ‘“‘little paradise,’’ as he 
| described it, “of shrubs and turf.” But 
he found a disturber of his peace in the 
dandelion. An order was given for its 
immediate extirpation. It was literally 
a case of trying to expel nature with a 
fork, for a little later he writes that he 
had ‘‘ exterminated all the danelions that 
sprouted up since yesterday. I have 
turned gardener, not indeed working 
gardener, but master gardener.’’ But 
the unlucky weeds turn up again in his 
correspondence with his youngest niece. 
After describing his Robinson Crusoe 


books and flowers, no enemies but those 
execrable dandelions,’’ he continues: “I 
thought I was rid of the villains, but the 
day before yesterday, when I got up and 
looked out .of my? window, I pin see 
five or six of their great, impudent, 
flaring yellow faces turned up at me. 
‘Only you wait till I come down,’ I said. 
How I grubbed them up! How I 
enjoyed their destruction! Is it Christian- 
like to hate a dandelion so savagely.? 
That is a curious question of casuistry.’’

One hundred yeárs ago the advent of 
smallpox spread panic evervwhere and 
despair in affected eireles.

In the reign 
of William the Fourth the Cow-pock 
Institution, in 62 Sackville street, was 
well-organised. was administered by a 
capable board of medical men, and did 
much to prevent the spread of the dire 
plague that is once again obtruding its 
foul head, this time from aboard a 
British hulk. ‘‘ The Dublin Almanac and 
General Register for the year of Our 
Lord, 1834,” refers to this institution in 
these terms: “ Under the patronage of 
His Excellency the Lord . Lieutenant. 
Under the superintendence of the follow- 
ing Directors, for the gratuitens Inocula- 
tion of the Poor and for supplying the 
different rts of the Kingdom with 
Genuine Infection. . . . Packets of 
Infection, with printed directions, which 
may be transmitted by Post (free of 
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expense) at Half-a-crown, British, each ; 
or Gentlemen may be supplied for a 
guinea per annum.”

MR. MILROY’S CONCESSION TO 
BILL’S OPPONENTS. 
Mr. T. Waerrorr. Bexnerr, Chairman, 
presided at yesterday 's meeting of the Senate. 
Mr. MILROY (Gov ent) moved the 
second reading of the Legal Practitioners 
(Qualification) Bill, 1928, which proposes tec 
secure that future members of the Jeval pro- 
fession shall have a competent knowledge of 
Irish. 
Mr. Milroy, who spoke first in Irish, said 
that the il! had i ortant implications, and 
would have lehomeking results, not only in 
the law courts of the country, but also on 
their national life as a whole. The bil! was a 
moderate and reasonable one, and scarcely 
likely to arouse very serious opposition In 
the Senate. In the Dail one of the chief 
arguments advanced in, justification of the bill 
was the existence of many thousands of Irish 
speakers in the Gaeltacht and the importance 
in equity that these citizens should be able 
to command the assistance of Irish-speaking 
solicitors and barristers. That was an im- 
portant consideration, and one which had a 
claim upon the attention of the Oireachtas. 
The basic ground on which this measure 
rested primarily was that Irish was the 
ratio language of the country.

MINISTER WANTS MORE 
COMPULSION, 


HOPES PRINCIPLE WILL BE 
EXTENDED. 

Mr, BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, who 
said that he was speaking personally, re- 
ferred to the statement that there were only 
four deputies in the Dáil who were able to 
speak in Irish and to be understood. He did 
not say that there were more than four who 
were absolutely perfect in the language, but 
certainly there were more than four whu 
could easily be understood. As to the sug- 
vested difficulty about terminology, it pre- 
sented no great difficulty. If a man was 
able to speak and write Irish well, he would 
have no great Cifficulty in making hiniself 
fit to conduct legal business in Irish. ‘The 
man who had a command of Irish and who 
knew law, in two months could make him- 
self competent to do legal business in Irish. 

He was of opinion that the bill. was neces- 
sary. He was not so foolishly optimsitic as 
to believe that by the work of the schools 
the Irish language could be saved, having heeu 
brought to its present position. More must be 
done to give it a status and prestige in the 
country, and one of the things necessary 
to give it that prestize was to make a 
good knowlédgée of it essential by degrees 
for positions of honour and emolument in 
the country. The work done in the country 
had to be reinforced by other means. 

He hoped’ that the principle of the hill 
would he ¢éxtended, and applied in rew 
directions. It was necessary from the point 
of view of the policy of restoring the I:ish 
language. Any electorate in the country 
would give a majority vote for the bill.

FANTASTIC POSITION, SAYS 


SIR JOHN KEANE. 


Sir JOHN KEANE, in opposing the hill, 
said that this was the first opportunity, 
since the Treaty, that the House had had 
of discussing the broad principle of compul- 
sory Irish. This whole principle of .com- 
pulsory Irish had been imposed on their 
people in a very intimate form through 
prupe and secondary education.

They could not dissever a ques- 
tion of this kind from party politi¢s except 
through some such machinery as the refer- 
dum, and they were now debarred from 
seeking—he believed seeking with some 
trepidation—a clear vote of the people on 
this matter of the language. They could 
not now stand by a claim for the sanctity 
of the Constitution. 

To Senator Connolly he said that there were 
many in his own ranks who would tell one 
privately that they were utterly opposed to 
compulsion in this matter, now that they 
had seen what it had done in the schools. 
He claimed, therefore, that the opponents of 
compulsion should not be met with suggés- 
tions of West Britonism and Imperialism. 
His view was, in fact, cosmopolitan, 


THE COMMONWEALTH OUTLOOK, 

He held that it was thé duty of the State 
and of the parents to provide such educa- 
tion and training for children as would 
enable them to gain a decent standard of 
living somewhere else out of Ireland. He 
held a commonwealth outlook—they might 
call it Imperialism if they liked—and that 
people had a perfect right to seek com- 
munity and freedom of intercourse with the 
people of the commonwealth of which their 
country was a member. There was a sort 
of feeling that because one did not agree with 
a certain point of view one was an enemy of 
his country and all that it stood for.

! BUILDING SCIENCE. 


At the annual dinner of the Institute of 
Builders in London, Mr. H. T. Holloway, 
the president, said that during the year valu- 
able progress had been made in the matter 
of National Building Certificates, from which 
important results might be anticipated in the 
very near future. The institution of such cer- 
tificates would have a stimulating and far- 
reaching effect on building education in 
broadening courses of study and in develop- 
ing their level to standards which to-day 
were very rarely obtained. The steps outlined 
inevitably led to the keystone of the Insti- 
tute’s present educational policy, which was 
the foundation of university courses in build- 
ing scierce. Each step taken showed the need 
there was of a higher standard of education; 
nothing short of a university course would 
suffice. The whole subject had been re-ex- 
amined, and unofficial conferences held with 
leading university authorities. Further con- 
versations and inquiries were about to take 


At the Roads Improvement Association 
‘(Inc.) annual meeting at Westminister Sir 

ilward Iliffe, hon. treasurer, expressed the 
opinion that until all the main arterial roads 
were able to accommodate four lines of traffic 
—two each way—until they had at least one 
good footpath, and until the dangerous 
corners were eliminated and the bridges 
strengthened there would be no real solution 
of the road problem. The Budget, he said, 
made it clear that there would be no diminu- 
tion of the amount available for road work, 
bat, on the other hand, owing to the growth 
of the licence tax the contributions from the 
Exchequer for maintenance and new construc- 
tion would reach the sum of £23,000,000.

“ Britain is easily the foremost.country in 
providing durable roads at low cost.’’ 

This tribute was paid to British enterprise 
by Colonel H. L. Bowlby, a New York road 
engineer, who, with eight United States and 
Canadian road experts, has just completed a 
1,500-miles tour of modern British roads. 
The party are in search of ideas for road 
construction in America, and have also in- 
spected new roads in France, Germany,’ and 
Holland. They are unanimous in their de- 
cision that roads treated with a cold asphalt 
emulsion give the most durable service at the 
In the United States 
there are about 2,500,000 miles of roads, com- 
pared with about 78,000 miles.in England, 
Scotland and Wales. The primary or main 
roads in the United States total 150,000 
miles, and cost about £20,000 a mile to con- 
struct. 

Colonel Bowlby said to a reporter :— 

“ When I was in England a year ago I 
was greatly impressed by the new road ex- 
periments that are being made here and de- 
cided to come back with other experts .to 
make a thorough investigation. We have 
some 2,550,000 miles of secondary roads in 
the United States that require treatment for 
modern traffic conditions. As a result of this 
tour we shall introduce the British system 
into. America, and will pay the British in- 
ventors a royalty for using the” process. 
““One thing that has struck me more than 
anything else is the remarkably high stan- 
dard of your secondary roads. ere are 
hundreds of miles of really pleasant roads, 
most of which are entirely unknown to 
American tourists.

The new register in Great Britain came 
into force yesterday, and the voters’ lists 
are a chastening commentary on the effects 
of the extended franchise. At the last 
general election the tota] electorate was 
21,731,320; now.it is more than 28,000,000. 
No fewer than 5,500,000 women have been 
added to the register, and a large propor- 
tion of them! is’ formed by girls between 
the ages of twenty-one and twenty-five. 
Then the male voters were in a majority 
of some 3,000,000 ;- now they -actually are 
in a minority, and a constituency with more 
male than female voters is an exception. 
The final figures have not been pub- 
lished, but it is believed that the women 
will have a majority in all except thirty- 
eight divisions. ' There have been some 
remarkable changes since 1924. Romford, 
in Essex, the largest’ single-member con- 
stituency in the country, had .46,708 
voters five years ago; now it has 98,588. 
The men have increased from 27,022 to 
48,389, ‘while the women have increased 
from.

In rita days, when women seem to be 
anxious. to adopt every trade from the 
lawyer's to the engineer's, an especial 
gratitude is due to those who continue to 
practise the peculiarly feminine profession 
of the nurse.. Here is a calling in which 
woman i a must. be unchallenged. 
It is the nursée’s punctual and untiring 
service that wins the battle against fever ; 
it is her devotion that helps the body, 
broken in ‘accident,.back to health and 
strength. For the nurse’s profession no 
talents are excessive. Physical endurance 
is essential; for many a patient must be 
watched by day and night.. -Energy is 
necessary ; for cleanliness of sick room, of 
person and of garments must be preserved. 
Resourcefulness is demanded in a hundred 
Knowledge. of medicine is re- 
quired, and scholastic acquirements’ may 
be useful, Finally, the successful nurse 
must possess those qualities oí presence 
and manner that come from good breeding 
and never can be imparted from books 


or for money. 'In a wérd; ' tHe nhrseis pre- | 


fession ought to find its recruits among 
women of character, edyeation and respect- 
able family. If such a class is to be 
attracted to the sick room and the hospita! 
ward, the best conditions ought to be 
assured to all recruits. of the profession. 
At the annual Council meeting of the Irish 
Nurses’ Union yesterday, resolutions were 
adopted asking for-the observance of an 
eight-hour day and the establishment of a 
nurses’ pension fynd. The art of healing, 
with its elaborate equipment of hospitals, 
operating theatres and laboratories, is 
costly. It taxes the State and private 
| Charity heavily. Nevertheless, the nurses’ 
requests are not unreasonable, and effort 
ought to be made to grant them, providing 
that a reasonably free interpretation oi 
hours be observed. Other resolutions must 
command genera] assent. The Union, asks 
for the speedy provision of badges and 
uniforms for rural nurses, in order to dis- 
tinguish them from. the.’ ‘handy women ” 
and quacks who often involve the ignorant 
in grave-injury. Such provision ought 
to be made without further delay both 
for the good of the people and for 
the honour of the State. The Union 
asks also that all nursing homes 
shall be registered: and , inspected in 
the Free State, as in Great Britain. This 
also is a reasonable request. “The nursing 
home plays an increasingly large part in 
the national life. Every kind of malady 


nowadays is treated in these institutions. -

own homes. A common cold or a fit of

In the first place, the money included 
depositors’ fees, and it might be that the 
depositors would demand back their fees. In 
this matter the Council would take the 
opinion of its legal adviser. 

At the same time the Local Government 
Department wanted to know when iv could 
have an audit of the electricity accounts. The 
Town Clerk replied that the audit could be 
taken at once; but it had not taken place 
yet, and until it had they could not Jet the 
money pass out of their hands. 

COUNCIL IGNORED. 

The Electricity Supply Board, Mrs. Kettle 
observed, were very keen on grabbing the 
assets of the Council, but they did not show 
the same readiness to shoulder their liabilitfes. 
If it were right and proper to take that 
money, she contended that the Board should 


| the bank on their behalf. Instead of that the 
Board had ignored the Council completely ; 
but the Council would tell them thus they 
were still in existence, had not been dis- 
solved, and would not submit to be walked 
on. If, she said, the Board decided to “act 
the brigand,’’ they might at least have played 
the part of a brigand in a polite fashion.
